home just outside of Wretched, Indiana, two years 
ago, it seemed to fill all the needs of a family of 
fourteen—except that it had two bathrooms! 

“It was like a nightmare,” Deifendorfer recalls 
now. "I could never remember which bathroom I'd 
left the glass with my tecth іп, And our water bill 
sky-rocketed às our twelve children capitalized оп 
the extra plumbing facilities to take two, or even 
three baths а week.” 

А handyman as well as an efficient home manager, 
Deifendorfer set to work tearing out downstairs bath- 
room and converting it into much more nceded stor- 
age space. With the plumbing now removed, he uses 
the 7 x 9 room as a convenient spot for storing old 
magazines and used razor blades. Meanwhile, the 
family thinks twice before getting into line to use the 
single remaining bathroom upstairs.
